Regular Hours and a Well Satisfied Lot of 
Gripmen. : 

The employés of the North Chicago street- 
car line suggested to Mr. Yerkes at the be- 
ginning of the present trouble that he should 
adopt the time system now in use on the 
South Side lines, but Mr. Yerkes indignantly 

the proposition. 

Mr. Jewell, who makes out the time-tables 
for that line, yesterday expiained in detail 
what the system was and what advantages 
it had. 

“Tus Tripune this morning,“ he said, 
had a good articie on the ‘set-car’ ana 
‘swing systems. Ours is what is known as 
the ‘relief’ system. Ill illustrate that by a 
diagram.”’

is the day man and takes out the day car. 
He makes four trips and at 12 o’clock the re- 
lief man comeson and makes one trip for 
him while he gets dinner. Then he makes 
four more trips and at 6 o’clock 1s off for che 
day. He has the same trip everyday. B. 
the relief man, makes one trip at noon while 
the day man is at dinner and 6 after he has 
quit at night. He guts through at midnight 
and has nothing to do until noon the next 
day. Cisthetripper. He makesthree trips 
in the morning and three in the evening 

uring the rush. They are paid 40 cents a 
trip. That makes $3.20 for the day man, $2.80 
for the relief man, and $2.40 for the tripper. 
On the Cottage Grove avenue line the men 
are paid 42 cents a trip, out the day men only 
make seven trips aday. The relief men and 
the trippers make six trips each. 

“Of course you can see the reason the men 
are with the system. Their hours 
are regular, and they all of them have about 
twelve hours off at a stretch. They like 
that better than having six hours in the 
afternoon and six hours in the morning, or 
tweive hours one day and six the next. They 
run on the same hours right along, while the 
18 ’ keens changing their hours.

To this you 
again replied. In consequenee of this reply our 
committee again called on you Sept. 29. At this 
meeting you immediately agreed to codperate 
with us in reorganizing a time-table. The result 
of this meeting, with its proposition, was report- 
ed to a full meeting of your street-car con- 
ductors and drivers Wednesday, Oct. 3, at 1 a. m. 
The proposition was undnimously rejected and 
the committee was again instructed to present 
the original demand of Sept. W. and that, 
should you not accede to the same by Satur- 
day, Oct. 6, your employés would stop work. 
We now ask that you should submit the entire 
matter to an impartial court of arbitration 
which will have power to settle the entire mat- 
tor, the said court to be composed of two 


members selected by your employés, two 
persons representing your company, and 
one person mutually agreed upon. 


We desire a reply by 12 o'clock tonight as to 
whether you are willing to submit such matter to 
such court. To delay any longer would be re- 
garded by our men as a desire on your part to 


gain time to more thoroughly organize your 


forces to encompass their defeat. 

As you have always acted in the past yoursel 
in adjusting differences with us, we feel that 
you could definitly inform us by that time. 

“To that.“ said Mr. Christie, Mr. Yerkes 
rephed in a vague communication, saying 
that it was now 7:80; the matter was too 
serious for himself to pass on. He would 
have to submit it to others. If the subject

SYMPATHY ON THE WEST SIDE. 


Coyne Trying to Stir Up Trouble—Mr. Par- 
sons Talks. 

Luke Coyne has issued a call for a mass- 

meeting of the West Division Conductors’ & 


-Drivers’ Association. The meeting will be 


held tonight at Seaman’s Hali, No. 99 West 
Randolph street. The leaders of this organ- 
izatica will mae every effort to carry out 
their promise that the West Side men would 
strike twenty-four hours after the North 
Side men abandoned their cars. Coyne, 
Goodwin, and the other radicals may carry 
their point. Coyne ison record as saying 
that the West Side men will not stop short 
of 2% cents an hour, and he undoubtealy 
sees in the present trouble a chance 
to torce the wages up another 
notch, and at the same time hasten the 
formation of a federation of the local street- 
car employés. The latter scheme is his espe- 
ciai hobby. 

These plans and the proposition to strike 
will be vigorously opposed. The Madison 
street men are almost a unit against a strike. 
They claim that the company has faithfully 
kept every promise made and that no griev- 
ances exist. While sympathizing with their 
North Side brothers they fail to see the 
necessity of a strike. 

This element is opposed by a faction known 
as the Blue Island gang.” This clique is 
reintorced by the Milwaukee avenue, Lake 
street, and a majority of the Randolph and 
Indiana street men, and has run things to 
suit itself. The importation of men from 
Philadelphia will doubtless aid the hotheads 
in their determination to cause trouble. 

It developes that Coyne had not the 
slightest authority to pledge the support of 
the association of which he is President. 
He usurped the right with the same nerve 
that he went before the Railroad Employés’ 
Political Club and pledged the street-car 
men to the unqualfied support ot Palmer and 
the Democratic State ticket. Coyne may be 
able to square himself with the men, but his 
actions have aroused an antagonism which 
under less exciting circumstances would not 
be overlooked. A feeling has been generated 
which has caused an internal warfare in the 
organization, and may result in eventual dis- 
ruption. 

There is danger of our men being drawn 
into the fight.“ said General Manager John 
B. Parsons of the West Chicago Street Rail 
road Company yesterday afternoon, “The 
North Side men are stirring up a bad feeling 
among them. In case of a strike on the North 
Side I am afraid that some of cur men would 
go out shortly afterwards. In that case a 
great pressure would be brought to bear on 


the others, and they might be compelled by 


the hot-heads to quit.“ 

“ What will you do in case of a strike?’ 

“Fill the places of the strikers at once. 
Our men have been treated with all possi- 
ble consideration and have no com- 
plaints to make. If they strike 
they must stand the consequences. 
If given proper protection we will fiil their 
places inside of forty-eight hours. Strikes 
are not so popular in Chicago as they were 
four or five years ago. It was the fashion to 
strike then, and people looked on jt as the 
proper thing. The men will find that times 
have chaaged. I hope that our men 
will not be so foolish as to make 
any reckless move. They should un- 
derstand that the city is full of idle men. I 
have heard it stated by good authority that 
fully 35,000 able-bodied men are idle in Chi- 
cago and anxious to work.

PRIA, Pa., Oct. 5.—[Special. |—The 
leading officiais of the Traction Company of 
this city, who are largely interested in Chica- 
go street railway schemes, are putting forth 
strenuous efforts to secure skilled gripmen 
and car-drivers to supplant the employés of 
Chicago North Side cable road and the West 
Side railway, who are expected to go on 
strike. In addition to those already sent, a 
detachment of fifty carmen left this city last 
night for Chicago. The majority are grip- 
men, but some are conductors. In anticipa- 
tion of the employésof the West Side rail- 
way quitting work all the extra experienced 
car-drivers and conductors of this city are 
being approached with rosy promises of 
steady work at good wages, and ail those 
who are willmg to go have signed a contract 
to that effect. The effect will be to depiete 
the street railways of this city of their extra 
turn men, and a counter movement has been 
inaugurated among the men to defeat the 
plans of the Traction managers. The fact 
that just now the street-railway men’s pro- 
tective organization is in a particularly bad 
shape has prevented any determined opposi- 
tion by those in sympathy with the Chicago 
men. The Traction officials are determined 
to get a supply of men. and say that all the 


spare men in New York, Brookiyn, Boston,‘ 


and the other large cities will be engaged for 
Chicago service.

Ne Serious Complications to Follow His 
Defalcations.

Furruer reductions in the estimated yield 
of wheat in the Northwest are telegraphed 
hither by experts in Minneapolis. They now 
say the aggregate crop of Minnesota and Da- 
kota is less than 45,000,000 bushels, or barely 
half that of last year, and some claim that 
the total does not exceed 40,000,000. It is 
also hintea that the poor conditions and 
prospects were well understood by prominent 
railroad officials before the close of last 
month, but that they deliberately kept back 
the information and used their best endeav- 
ors to have it believed that the yield was a 
large one. The management of some North- 
ern lines had big blocks of ‘* secu- 
rities” to be floated on the En- 
glish market, ana did not allow the 
truth to come out till those had been placed 
where they would do the most good to the 
sellers if not to the buyers. This involved 
an additional loss to the foreigners. A large 
number ot them believed the glowing reports 
of crop prosperity in the Far Northwest, and 
not only bought the stocks and bonds but 
sent orders to sell many millions of bushels 
of wheat short mn this city and New York. 
Since the real facts of the case have been 
published these short sellers were obliged to 
cover at a great loss, and it was mainly the 
demand from that source which started the 
market up so wildly this week just at the 
time when most people in the trade looked 
for a relapse to follow the closing of the Sep- 
tember deal. 


DUTY OF WESTERN GREENBACKERS. 
Bo long as the right of the Government to 
provide a legal tender currency was not ad- 
mitted frankly and without reserve there 
was a reason plausible at least why men be- 
lieving in the Greenback doctrine should 
leave the Republican party and establish a 
third political organization. Gen. Butler be- 
longed to this class. He knew that the Re- 
publican party devised the greenbacks and 
first provided a true National currency for 
the wants of the Government and the people 
against the yenomous opposition of the 
Democracy, but he complained that the Re- 
publican party did not carry its doctrine of 
nationalizing the currency to its logical con- 
clusion. At first the Republican Supreme 
Court would go no further than 
to affirm that the issue of green- 
backs was justifiable im time of war. 
Gen. Butier and other leading Greenbackers 
would not accept this interpretation as satis- 
factory, and the Greenback party was organ- 
ized to have it extended and broadened. 
Gen. Butler led the fight in the courts, and 
since the last Presidential election a com- 
plete victory has been obtained for the 
Greenbackers. The eight Republican Jus- 
tices of the United States Supreme Court 
united in the power of the Govern- 
ment to issue greenbacks in peace or war 
in such quantity as Congress saw fit. 
the only Democrat then on the Su- 
‘premeé bench, alone dissented. The Repub- 
lican party was thus brought to accept and 
recognize to the full limit its doctrine of na- 
tionality as applied to the function of issu- 
ing currency. Butler recognized the victory 
as complete, and he now sees no futher need 
for the Greenback party. Its mission is 


fali for Harrison and Morton, as should every 
Greenbacker of National Republican ante- 
cedents. 

Greenbackers, while appreciating the nota- 
ble victory they won in the Supreme Court, 
should not fail to give weight to the reasons 
the court rendered for its decision. The 
chief reason was that the power to provide a 
National currency is an attribute of nation- 
ality and a function of all sovereign nations, 
and hence vested in the Government of the 
United States. The ruling was based on a 
complete rejection of the State sovereignty 
doctrine and the acceptance instead of the 
Republican principle of Nationality. The 
power over the greenbacks, the court said, 
belonged to Congress as the Legislature of 
a sovereign Nation.” How lorg will this 
doctrine stand in a court surrendered to the 
Democracy and packed by Cleveland with 
State supremacy Democrats? What Demo- 
erat can honestly and consistently give this 
doctrine his support? 

The Democracy contend that the sover- 
eign authority is in States and not the 
Nation, and this doctrine would at once 
destroy the power of the Federal Govern- 
ment to provide a National currency adequate 
to public needs. The fundamental doctrine 
of the Democracy opposes a National cur- 
rency and demands instead a system of State 
banks, with wildeat, red dog, and blue pup 
issues of notes. A man might as well sub- 
scribe to the doctrines of _Mobammedanism 
and claim to be a Methodist as to announce 
himself a Jeffersonian Democrat and pretend 
to be a friend of the nbacks. . Such men 
are deliberately trying to deceive others by 
false pretenses or themselves hopelessly 
befogged.

THE SENATE FINANCE COMMITTEE ON 
THE MOONSHINERS’ BILL. 

The Senate Finance Committee in its re- 
port on the Mills bill speaks in terms of just 
ana strong disapproval of the moonshiners’ 
ciauses in that measure, which were ingenl- 
ously devised to make whisky cheap and 
plentiful. The committee reiterates the 
forcible objections which THz TRIBUNE has 
often made to this shocking piece of legisla- 
tion, and expresses the belief that it would 
seriously endanger the efficacy of our entire 
system of laws wftich provide for the col- 
lection of revenue from distilled spirits. 

These sections, says the committee, would 
open wide the door to fraud. Even with ail 
the safeguards of strict laws faithfully ad- 
ministered it has been found imposal ble to 
stop illicit distilling south of the Ohio and 
the Potomac, where from six to eight millions 
galions of untaxed goods are made yearly. 
Yet, while this indicates that. greater re- 
strictions should be provided, the Mills bill 


supervision 2 mashing less than 
twenty-five bushels of grain, and that they 


shall pay a tax on their capacity alone, thus 
creating two systems of tax collecting— 
charging the big distilleries on what they 
actually make, and the little ones on their 
capacity, the latter being a plan which has 
been tried and abandoned in Germany and 
Austria because it led to fraud. 

The committee points out, as Taz Trrscune 
has done, that a distiller can get from a 
bushel of corn, with a fermenting period of 
about seventy-two hours, from three and a 
half to four gallons of spirits. On this a ca- 
pacity tax is based. But with less water and 
more yeast the distilling can be done in 
twelve hours, though the yield is only three- 
fourths of what itis by the slower system. 
That, however, matters nothing to the illicit 
distiller. Where corn is 20 cents a bushel 
and the tax 90 cents he can afford to be 
wasteful with his grain if he can cheat the 
revenue Officers out of $100 a day. Under 
the Milis bill there would be no difficulty 
about it, for there would be neither store- 
keeper nor gauger, and none but a fool would 
get caught. The committee sees no reason 
to doubt that the adoption of such legisia- 
taon would result in the immediate starting 
up ofa number of these small distilleries, 
whose product for a single week would more 
than pay for the cost of the whole plant. 
Wherever corn or molasses was cheap these 
concerns would be found. 

The other provisions which exempt the 
moonshiners from all the pains and penalties 
of the present laws are also sharply criti- 
cised, especiaily the one that only internal 
revenue officers and collectors and deputy 
collectors. can swear out warrants for the 
arrest of any one “on information and be- 
lief.” There are but few of these officers, 
and they are generally at quite a distance 
from the point where. the fraud is committed. 
The section, therefore, really requires a pre- 
liminary hearing before a collector before 
any prosecution can be instituted. As it is 
provided that no fee shall be paid to court 
officers unless there is a conviction, or the 
District Attorney has approved of the prose- 
cution, necessarily there will be a long and 
laborious examination before proceedings 
are begun. In the meanwhile the offender 
is“over the hills and far away.” If by 
chance he shall be caught the Commissioners 
of Internal Revenue may, for political 
reasons, remit all penalties. 

The committee also agrees with Tun Trrp- 
UNE in its opinion of the impolicy of doing 
away with the special taxes on the manu- 
facturers of stills, which are such an essen- 
tial part of the present system, and also of 
repealing the provision of the law that a 
confiscated still shall be at once destroyed. 

The mgenious device of the Mills bill is that 
it shall be sold off at auction for the benetit 
theoretically of the Government, practically 
of the moonshiner, who buys in for a trifle 
his old and trusty still and is thus saved 
the expense and the loss of time involved 
in ordering a new one. It also objects to 
the permission given a Judge to impose a 
nominal fine in case of conviction. 

For these reasons, nearly all of which it 
should be borne in mind were advanced by 
Republican members of the House during 
the debate on the bill, but which did not 
move the Democrats to amend it so as to 
deprive it of a single one of its mischievous 
features, the Seuate committee most prop- 
erly recommends that these sections be not 
adopted.

timated suggestively that the wageworkers 
in the protected industries ‘‘are in a minor- 
“ity among those who labor, and therefore 
“should forego an advantage in the interest 
“of low prices for the majority.“ although 
he admitted that the prospect of getting 
cheaper goods would be a much stronger ar- 
gument to induce even the protected classes 
to consent to tariff reduction. In another 
part of the message he said: “If our manu- 
facturers are asked to surrender something for 
the public good and to avert disaster their 
patriotism as woll as a grateful recognition 
of advantages already offered should lead 
them to a willing codperation.” 

All this means simply that as the wage- 
workers and capitalists mterested in manu- 
facturing industries are in a minority they 
should consent to have their profits and 
wages cut down so as to give the majority 
cheaper goods and manufactured articles at 
their expense. Not disputing Cleveland’s 
claim that manufacturing workmen are in 
the minority, and agreeing with him that 
goods can be cheapened by lowering the 
tariff and cutting wages, Gen. Harrison nev- 
ertheless protests against depriving even a 
minority of American workmen of the wages 
secured to Amenican labor by just protection 
from foreign competition. He says in his 
letter of acceptance: 


We believe it to be one of the worthy objects of 
tariff legislation to preserve the American market 
for American producers, and to maintain the 
American scale of wages by adequate, discrimi- 
nat duties upon foreign competing products. 
The effect of lower rates and larger importations 
upon the public revenue is contingent and doubt- 
ful, but not so the effect upon American produc- 
tion aad American wages. Less work and lower 
wages must be accepted as the inevitable result 
of the increased offering of foreign goods in our 
market. Our workingmen nave the settlement of 
the question in theirown hands. They now obtain 
higher wages and live more comfortably than 
those of any other country. They will make a 
choice between the substantial advantages they 
have in hand and the deceptive promises and 
forecasts of those theorizing reformers. 


American wageworkers both inside and 
outside the protected industries should not 
hesitate long before determining to give 
their support to the Harrison rather than the 
Cleveland doctrine. Whether gratitude for 
the benefits of past high tariffs and patriot- 
ism of the sort Mr. Cleveland has in view 
would induce the protected classes, workmen 
and employers, to render willing codpera- 
tion” in reducing their profits and wages 
may be seriously doubted. It would be im- 
material, however, whether they would co- 
operate willingly or not. They could not 
fight against the mevitable. With the tariff 
reduced so as to expose them to undercutting, 
foreign competition there would be nothing 
let for the protected workmen but to make 
the best of the situation. Mills and factories 
and forges would not close permanently, but 
Wages and expenses would have to be greatly 
reduced to meet European cheap labor compe- 
tion. The mill and factory and forge bosses 
would give the workmen the choice between 
aceepting the new scale of wages,of low 
wages, or going without work. In ashort time 
want and necessity would force them to come 
down. 80, too, the manufacturers would de- 


mand lower rates from the railroads for 


carrying raw material to forges and factories 
and taking away and distributing finished 
products. The carriers could choose between 
lowering rates or losing the business. Rather 
than lose the traffic the railroads would re- 
duce tariffs and recoup themselves by cut- 
ting the wages of theirown employés and 
practicing retrenchment wherever possible. 
So, too, the majority of the protected work- 
men having families to support and no re- 
sources but their own, labor would be com- 
pelled to accept the reduced wages no matter 
how low and continue at work. A consider- 
able number doubtiess would rebel, throw up 
thew situations in the mills and factories 
and torges, and seek employment as 
carpenters, blacksmiths, brickmakers, plas- 
terers, painters, etc. thereby crowd- 
ing those industries and forcing a heavy 


reduction of wages there. A severe cut of 


Wages in the protected industries would 
soon force a reduction in ali other pursuits. 
Even when deprived of tariff protection the 
mill and factory bosses would still hold the 
whip hand. They could present their ulti- 
matum to the railroads, to their own em- 
ployés, and others with whom they deal, and 
circumstances would compel all these classes 
to submit. 

With wages greatly lowered in the pro- 
tected industries and the railroad service, 
and an overflow of dissatisfied labor from 
the mills and factories and forges into the 
local ana 


Considerable can be said in support of Mr. 
Ciéveland’s contention that after a reduction 
of the tariff had lowered wages to the Euro- 
pean level the wage-earners would have a 
great advantage in the cheapness of goods 
and manufactured articles in general. Nor 
can it be denied that if labor in this country 
would accept Europe’s scale of wages the 
United States could develop a great export 
trade and contest with any nation for the 
possession of foreign markets.. The question 
is, however, whether the wage earning 
classes in this country will ever consent to 
have their pay shaved down to the European 
standard, especially as in a readjustment of 
prices wages are always cut first and the 
cheapening of goods foliows later.

This is all claptrap and misrepresentation. 
The “ profound jurist was probably Charles 
O’Conor, an ultra State sovereignty man, 
whose opinion has no special weight here. 
There were no legal nor constitutional rea- 
sons why Jeff Davis should not have 
been hanged in punishment for his flagrant 
treason. He wasa Rebel who had broken 
his oath to support the Constitution of the 
United States and had led in insurrection to 
destroy the Government, and according to 
the law of this and all other civilized coun- 
tries was liable to suffer death for his crime. 
There were, however, grave difficulties in 
the way of enforcing the law in his case 
after the opportunity to try him by drum- 
head court-martial had been allowed to pass. 
That his life was saved was in good part the 
work of Chief Justice Chase, who insisted 
that the arch-traitor must be tried in Vir- 
ginia, where the seat of his pretended 
authority had been and whence he had 
levied war against the United States. The 
prompt answer made to that by good lawyers 
and loyal men was that he could be tried 
wherever his forces had committed acts of 
hostility; that it was lawful to try him at 
Gettysburg, where his troops had fought, or 
at Chambersburg, where they had plun- 
dered. He could be taken anywhere north 
of the Ohio where Morgan’s raiders had 
been and tried there, if it could be shown 
that they actea by his authority. This 
was the position of Mr, Whiting, who 
had been Solicitor of the War De- 
partment, and many others. But nothing 
could shake the peculiar and unaccountabie 
obstinacy of the Chief Justice, who insisted 
on it that Jeff must be tried in a community 
where there were few or no National Union, 
anti-secession men, for the colored men 
could not then act as jurors, and where he 
must inevitably have been acquitted, no mat- 
ter what the law was. Mr. Chase’s atten- 
tion was called to the manifest absurdity of 
trying a man before jurors who believed 
that he had been doing just mght and who 
still looked on him as their President, but he 
was inexorable. So, while a grand jury was 
found which returned a true bill of treason 
against him, the case was not pushed. 
Greeley, Gerrit Smith, and John Minor 
Botts were allowed to go on his bail bond 
and the indictment was finally nolled. 

Chief Justice Chase did not hold that Davis 
could not be tried for treason under the Con- 
stitution of the United States. The indict- 
meut was, in fact, returned into a United 
States court. Butit was impossible to obtain 
“a jury of the vicinage” in the Richmond 
district that would give the case a fair and 
impartial hearing under the Constitution. 
Any jury obtained in that United States Dis- 
trict would have acquitted Davis, no matter 
what the evidence had been, without leay- 
ing the box. | 

But the saving of Jeff’s life was also due 
to another cause. Andy Johnson had 
“flunked” and gone over to the Confeder- 
ates and Copperheads and nothing was more 
certain than that the Department of Justice 
under his control would not have honestiy 
or energetically tried the case, and even if 
Jeff Davis had been convicted and sentenced 
to death Johnson would have pardoned him 
forthwith. Andy Johnson as President con- 
trolled the Department of Justice, and the 
machinery of prosecution was entirely in his 
hands. Shortly before the close of his Ad- 
ministration, and of course with his appro- 
val, the United States District Attorney for 
Virginia, who was under Johnson’s control, 
entered a nolle prosequi and dismissed the 
indictment found against Davis a year 
before. . 

The ex-Rebels never did a shrewder thing 
than when they cajoled and flattered Andy 
Johnson so as to make a successful prosecu- 
tion of Jeff Davis impossible, and thereby 
insure the safety of at least a thousand other 
traitor Rebel leaders. Public sentiment 
would not have tolerated the hanging of 
others while the arch-traitor went untried 
and unpunished. Henco the full force of 
Southern secessionism and Northern copper- 
headism was successfully brought to bear on 
Andy Johnson. Johnson had been a poor 
white” and had bitterly resented the con- 
tempt with which he was regarded by the 
Southern aristocracy. He began political 
life by organizing a workingman’s party, and 
continued to oppose “aristocracy” until the 
Southern biue bloods covered him with flat- 
tery and offered totake him into fellowship, 
when he jumped at once into their arms. 
When he became President the “aristocrats,” 
who had always despised Andy as low born 
and as belonging to the “poor white trash,” 
suddenly bowed before him, assured him he 
was a Southern man with themselves, and 
poured upon him flattery that was greedily 
absorbed. By inducing Johnson to turn 
renegade to the National Union party they 
prevented any successful prosecution of Jeff 
Davis, and thereby secured immunity for 
hundreds and thousands of other Rebels be- 
sides the chief. 

Many sentimental Republicans opposed 
hanging Davis after the heat and passion of 
the war had passed away. The South was 
badly whipped, they said, and practical- 
ly bankrupt—suflicienily- punished, some 
thought. Gen. Grant held that properly the 
chief traitors should have been tried and 
punished by military process immediately 
after the close of the war, but he was op- 
posed to proceeding against them in the civil 
courts in \ irginia before a jury composed in 
part at leastof Secessionists three or four 
years after the return of peace.

The Senate Tariff Bill. 
The heaviest reduction in rates which the bill 


provides for is in sugar. On the average, taking all 
the grades together, the cut on sugar is about 50 


percent. The changes in the wool duties are 
slight. On some grades they 
small degree and on others they are lowered. 
The same is true of woolen manufactures. The 
duties on ready-made clothing, when altered at 
all, are increased, while those on earthen, stone, 
crockery, and glaesware are reduced.

lower range of duties, Steel rails, upon which 
the present impost is $17 a ton, would come in 
tor about 814 a ton if this bill should become law.

About the only portion of the bill that can lay 
any claim to be an honest effort at a reform of 
the tariff abuses is the extension of the free 
list (). Among a number of additions to this 
list the following are really meritorious: The 
repeal of the duty on bristles, now 15 cents a 
pound, equal to 15 per cent on importations of 
some $1,100,000; on feathers, now 25 per cent on 
about $1,000,000; on jute (20 per cent), jute butts, 
$5 per ton, or 19 per cent; manilla and ramie, $25 
per ton, 21 per cent; sisal grass, $15 per ton, or 15 
percent (the duties on these amounting in all 
to some $1,600,000); and on molasses under 
56° polariscope, the duty being now 28 per 
cent (4cents per gallon), and yielding about 
$1,500,000. The surrender of the long maintained 
and obstinate attempt to foster tus jute prod- 
uctin the United States is, like the reduction 
in sugar, an abandonment of the principle of 
protection and, like that also, is due to the fact 
that the interest fostered is in a hopelessly Dem- 
ocratic section of the country, and a like com- 
ment is suggested by the repeal of the duty on 
the lower grades of molasses. With these pro 
visions, commendable if incunsistent, there is a 
curious item of the repeal of the duty of $10 per 
pound on opium for smoking, equal to 110 per 
cent and yielding some $550,000. To what this is 


due we cannot imagine, and we should say it 


would be received with approval only by the 
hated Chinaman.

Petitions are signed against unpopular trust- 
ees. The gloom of godiessness has fallen 
upon Normal Park and the congregation 
wonders how it all will end. 

The church was founded three or four 
years ago bya secession from Oak Park. 
Thirty-three gentlemen, residents in Normal 
Park, decided that as their village had its own 
water, iteown gas, and had recently acquired 
a policeman of its own, it ought to have its 
own Presbyterian Church. Tne Rev. H. C. 
Granger was called to its pulpit. Seven 
trustees were elected. Subscriptions poured 
in. An organ was purchased. Stained-glass 
windows were designed. A steeple of state- 
ly proportions was planned. In a few months 
the church had taken its place upon the brow 
of a small hill, from which it defied the en- 
vious Englewood to produce a more imposing 
pile. 

Mr. Granger, the pastor, was in attire and 
appearance the ideal of clerical respectabil- 
ity. Neat without affectation in his dress, 
blameless n his personal life, highly es- 
teemed by’ late parishioners at Oak Park, 
his prematurely white hair and curiously 
trim figure made him an object of pride to 
the founders of the new church. At the first 
service heid init he read the prayers in a 
musical voice and forthwith proceeded to 
preach. 

What was it he drew from his pocket? 

The congregation, which had settled back 
in its pews for the better enjoyment of the 
sermon, now craned its neck to see what Mr.

THE CHURCH IS BOYCOTTED. 

The church grew, but not with rapidity. 

On the confines of Englwood and Normal 
Park, almost under the eaves of the Normal 
school, there was a Baptist Church, the only 
competitor of the new Presbyterian Church. 
Dr. Taylor was its pastor; and Dr. Taylor, in 
the slang of the village, was a hustler.“

“And I respectfully decline,” said Mr. 
Granger, quietly. 

Here was a new difficulty. The pastor was 
not only cold—he was stubborn, too. And 
the worst of it was that he was still support- 
ed by the ladies. We would rather be ex- 
communicated,” said the ladies, “than give 
up Mr. Granger.”

FAMILIES DIVIDED AGAINST THEMSELVES. 

This attack upon the leader of the choir, 
whose tenor voice was the pride of the 
church, was so unexpected that the husbands 
withdrew in disorder. The ladies thereupon 
formed themselves into societies and invited 
Mr. Granger to sit constantly in the midst of 
them. It had become a war of women against 
men. The ladies took charge of the affairs 
of the parish. The men refused to accom- 
pany them to the service.

Last week the crisis came, 

There was still another meeting of trust- 
ees. Their number was reduced to six, for 
one of Mr. Granger’s antagonists had died. 
Four were now against him, two in his favor. 
The majority voted for reporting the matter 
to the Chicago Presbytery. 

“Then,” said Mr. Granger, hotly, “you 
will report it as individuals, not as a com- 
mission of the church.” _.. 

Mr. Lynn rose in his place and made a 
memorable speecn. No orator of Greece, no 
statesman in the council chamber, could have 
been more emphatic. 

„Mr. Granger,“ he said, your conduct is 
unfair to the members of this Christian com- 
munity. Your hair is prematurely gray. Is 
it not such procedure as this which has

Instantly the tidings went through Normal 
Park that there had been a flerce quarrel be- 
tween the trustees and the pastor. One 
rumor asserted that Mr. Lynn had struck 
Mr. Granger.

SHALL CANADA BE ANNEXED? 


American and Canadian Statesmen Who 
Think It Manifest Destiny. 

New York, Oct. 5.—Senator Sherman is 
quoted as saying: Mr. Wiman has strong 
predilections for commercial union. I differ 
with him a good deal about it. I know of no 
case in history where commercial union has 
advanced political union. It was tried be- 
tween this country and Canada twice and 
utteriy failed; it was tried by the American 
colonies before the Declaration of Independ- 
ence and utterly failed.“ 

Senator Sherman was then asked if he 
thought Canada was ready for union now, 
and he answered: 

“No, Isuppose not. That can o come 
after long consideration. it cannot hur- 
ried. In regard to negotiations, I will say 
that no proposition has been made, The 
furthest anybody has ever proposed to go at 
this time is simply to express a willingness 
on the part of the United States to consider 
favorably political union.“ 

„Do you think the President's retaliatory 
message will help along annexation or com- 
meroial union!“ ; 

“No, Ithink not. It would rather create 
a hostilé — f as a kind of ‘dare.’ It 
tends to make 
friendly feelings. I make no secret or re- 
serve as to my opinion of Canada. I have 
said for forty ya that the political union 
of Canada and the United States was the in- 
evitable destiny. The long boundary line of 
4,000 miles, h of which is an intangible 
line and the other half water crossed daily 
by vessels of both countries, makes a union 
necessary or war inevitable. I do not say 
there is any feeling that would justify war, 
but the situation is much as it was between 
the Scotch and the English. War grows out 
of trivial things.“ 

“If the iatory measures are carried 
out the situation would be unpleasant?”’ 

„% Ves; Canada wants our markets and the 
United States wants her natural resources. 
Ail the products of Manitoba and the North- 
western Territory naturally follow the val- 
ley into Minnesota ana Dakota. It is a fight 
with nature to carry those ucts east or 
west over the mountains. The maritime 
provinces of Canada have their natural outlet 
and market in New England, which can 
furnish them capital an 


what the United States needs, a real nursery 
for seamen.

„Is there a strong desire on the part of 
the United States for a peaceful acquisition 
of Canada and Mexico?”

As a matter of course, the public debt, which 
is a heavy debt for them, $300,000, and 
which is a great embarrassment to the 
mother country, would necessarily be. as- 
sumed by the Federal Government. You 
know enough about our finanges to know it 
would not troubie us much. Three years of 
the whisky tax would pay it all off.’

The Jetty Work at Galveston Begun. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Oct. 3—A. M. Shannon & 
Co., contractors, commenced work this morning 
on the extension of the Government jetty work 
under the appropriation of $600,000 by the pres- 
ent Congress. The work today was laying the 
track for the inshore jetty, which will extend a 
hight of five feet above mean low tide to a dis- 
tance of 8,300 feet to a connection with the jetty 
commencing at the shore line.

WISE PRECAUTIONS REPEALED. 

In order that the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue — have knowledge of every still 
manufactured in the country and its location. 
enabling him thereby to pursue the still from the 
time of its manufacture until it engaged in the 
production of spirits to be taxed, Sec. 3.244 of 
the Revised Statutes provides that a manu- 
facturer of stills shall pay an annual tax of 850, 
and $280 for each st or worm for dis- 
tilling made by him; and Sec. 3,265 of the 
Revised Statutes requires such manufacturer 
before the same is removed from the 

lace of manufacture to notify the Col- 

ector of the district in which such still, boiler, 
or other vessel is to be used or set up by whom 
it is to be used, its capacity, and the time when 
the same is to be remov from the place of 
manufacture; and also provides that it shall not 
be set up without permit of the Collector in 
writing for that purpose. These wholesome pro- 
visions, taken together, were intended to prevent 
persons from manufacturing stills or procuring 
them from manufacturers without the knowledge 
of the proper revenue officers of the Government. 
— Sec. 40 of the proposed bill repeals all laws 

hich impose these special taxes, and thus stills 
would be Manufactured without the knowledge 
ofthe office of the Commissioner of Interna] 
Revenue, and without opportunity of the revenue 
officers to know when, where, or how such stills 
are to be setup and used. 

These sections constitute such a modification 
of our 2 revenue system as respects the 
collection of taxes from distilled spirits as will 
make it easy for those disposed to engage in 
lilicit distilling to do so with impunity, and your 
committee cannot but regard these provisions as 
seriously endangering the efficiency of our en- 
tire system of laws which — for the collec- 
tion of revenue from distilled spirits.

The market has been steadily strengthening, 
with advances mainly in Ohio fleeces and com 
ing wool, but the average of 108 qualities is hard- 
ly a quarter 2 ey higher than Sept. 1. 

Reports from interior points are uniformly 
favorable, outside of the i ce of yellow- 
fever at the South. At Nashvilie and some other 
points considerable stringency resulted from in- 
terruption of remittances and the self-defensive 
measures of the banks, but the situation is ma- 
terially improving. At many Western points 
the tenor of reports is generally encou 
There is less complaint as to collections, money 
is in increasing demand, and the volume of bus- 
iness is enlarging. Outside New York the bank 
clea s show a gain of 10,5 per cent over last 
year, with a gain of 10.3 per cent here, but they 
are greatly swelled by speculation at Chicago 
and other points. 

The demand for iron increases, and at Phila- 
delphia the demand for pig iron 1s deemed equal 
to about $1 a ton. while remarkable improve- 
ment is seen in the market for bar iron, so long 
depressed.

Minneapolis Lumbermen Discuss the Sita- 
ation. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 5.—[Special.]—A 
committee of the Minneapolis lumbermen met 
today with A. C. Bird, General Freight Agent of 
the Milwaukee Road, and J. C. Boyden, the 
Northwestern Agent, to discuss the iumber rate 
situation. The grievance of the Minneapolis 
lumbermen has been that the Wisconsin manu- 
facturers were given a dispropurtionately low 
rate into Minneapolis, thus enabling them to 
compete for Western points, to the disadvantage 
of the local mill men. In other words, the Wis- 
consin men have been getting a differential to 
Western and Southweetern points, which worked 
to the disadvantage of this market. Today’s con- 
ference, however, related wholly to the points 
reached by the Milwaukee Road, principally on the 
Hastings & Dakota Division. At the outset it was 
shown that the present stock of lumber on hand 
here as reported by the dealers and manufactur- 
ers was more than the combined stock at Wau- 
scu, Merrill, La Crosse, and Eau Claire. On this

apolis trade as in its Wisconsin lumbcr business.

“A Short History of the War of Seces- 
sion,” by Rossiter Johnson, possesses a num- 
ber of distinct and striking features. It is 
printed in large type. It hasa copious and 
minute index. It does not carry the reader 
into the bridle paths and copses of irrelevant 
discussion. It keeps the highway of the 
story and foliows it rapidly but clearly from 
the origin of the slavery problem to the end 
of the war that solved it. It is written in 
strong, simple, pure English. It contains no 
involved studies of men’s motives, and is free 
from redundant “ pictorial portraiture.“ It 
contains no romances. It does not undertake 
to show how battles that were lost might 
have been won, nor how those that were won 
might have been won at less cost of men and 
money. The need of a narrative of the war, 
authentic, 2 dealing only with es- 
sentiais, to directly and without 
maudlin sentiment or cowardly suppres- 
sion of mount facts lest some- 
body’s sensibilities should be wounded by 
truth, has been feit for ten years past. For 
during ten years there nas been an increas- 
ing disposition on the one hand to multiply 
apologetic and euphemistic versions of the 
war and on the other to cover over its main 
iacts with eloquence, conjecture, and petty 
personalities. .
